Lieut. F. B. Begor

Â bronze memorial plaque has been presented by the Univer- 
sity to the* U.S.S. Begor, an' American ?sc6rt-de£troycr named after 
the late Lieut Fay Brought'on Begor ^^^.D. McCiill '41) which was 
launched at Bay City, Michigan on May 25, 1944. This token was 
sent by Principal James to be installed in the ward-room of the 
warship. An invitation to attend the formai commissioning at an 
unspecified date lias been extended to Dr. James, ulio has replied 
with a message to the Commanding Officer of the ship, Licut.- 
Cmdr. B. T. Brooks. 

The memorial plaque, a bronze tablet bearing the crest of M»- 
Gill University, has been forwarded to the U.S.S. Begor, with the 
follox^ing inscription: 

"In proud mcmon.- of Fay"* 
Broughton Begor, M.D., CM. 
(McGill), Lieutenant (i.e.), 
Medical Corps, U.S.N.R., who 
was posthumously awarded the 
Navy Cross for his gallantrj* 
under fire' on the beaches ol Lae, 
New Guinea, in September, 1943, 
and In tribute to tlie 400 graduates 
of McGIll Univcrtity who arc serv- 
ing with the Armed Forces of the 
United States of America." 
College Career 

Following his graduation in Arts 
from Union College in Schenectady, 
Fay Begor entered the Faculty of 
Aledicine at McGlll in 1937. and in 
his final year won the Lieutenant' 
Governor's medal. 

At the termination of his in- 
terneship at' the Central Division 
of the Montreal General Hospital, 
Begor immediately joined the Uni- 
ted States Navy, receiving his com- 
mission as lieutenant, Junior grade. 
- in July 1042, and set sail (or Aus- 
tralia on May 6. 1043. 

Wm Wounded 

While en route from Australia to 
a base somewhere off the coast of 
New Guinea, he served as medical 
officer in charge of a number of 
Landing Craft. Rear Admiral D. E. 
fiarbey explained that during the 
landing of troops from his ship. 
Lieut. Begor was badly wounded in 
both thighs from the explosion of 
a bomb which was dropped by an 
enemy plane, but that "at the time 
of his injuries he was caring for 
the wounded without regard for his 
ewn personal safety." 

Winner of Navy Cross 

The Navy Cross was posthum- 
ously awarded to leut. Begor with 
the accompanying citation: "For ex- 
traordinary heroism and devotion 
to duty as Medical Officer aboard 
an Infantry Landing Craft when 
that vessel was disabled by a near 
miss from a Japanese bomb on Sept. 
4, 1943. After the erippled ship was 
beached at Japanese-occupied Lae 
oh the Island of New Guinea, Lieut. 
Begor calmly continued his minis- 
trations to the wounded in the face 
of repeated Japanese bombing and 
strafing atUclts until he was fatally 
wounded by enemy fire. His cour- 
ageous spirit of self-sacrifice in 
rendering service to others In time 
of extreme peril was in keeping 
with the highest traditions of the 
U.S. Naval Service. He gaUantly 
gave his life for his country." 
Ship Built 

To commemorate this "courag- 
eous spirit of self-sacrifice" the 
United States Navy built a beauti- 
ful ship, over 300 feet long, manned 
her with a' crew of 15 officers and 
about . 300 men, and christened her

Program of Sessions Is Announced 



Lt.'Gen. Dobbie 
Tells Heroic Tale 
Of Isolated Malta 

Speaker Stressei 
Value of Prayer 
In Island's Stand

"Malta had no friends within 
a thousand miles and enemies 
within 60 mites for two and a 
halt years. Therefore It was 
not an .easy task- to hold 
MalU," declared Llcut.-Gen. 
Sir William Dobbie to a capac- 
ity audience in Moyse Hall 
yesterday afternoon. 

LieuL-Gen. Dobbie. former 
governor of Malta, described 
how at the outset of the long 
siege and air bombardment the 
Island carried on with anti- 
quated aeroplanes, the same 
number of army battalions, and 
16 anti-aircraft guns. With this 
meagre equipment Malta had 
to resist air attacks; from Italy. 

Majta had .te,bej^held to keep 
open eommunièttîont with 
Egypt and carried on offensive 
operations against Axis ship- 
ping . . in the Mediterranean. 
Every day enemy raiders came 
over and all those not engaged 
In fighting took shelter under- 
ground, 

Malta's former governor paid 
tribute tô the maritime services 
that brought: needed supplies to 
the.;., island ■ through a heavy 
blockade, and to the courage of 
the. Maltese themselves. Most 
of all he stressed the part God 
played In the winning of that 
phase of the war. He cited sev- 
eral' examples of ships which 
had • survived ■ bombardments 
whlch^ would have sunk them 
without a miracle, and of hard- 
boiled military men who ad- 
mitted the value of prayer. 

Licut.-Gen. Dobbie concluded 
' his address with the hope that 
all those' present would find 
out how to help others by de- 
pending themselves on God.

The intention of the founders of the club was 
that it should bring English-speaking ..studeptp 
of McGill and French-speaking students' of the 
University of Montreal together in social, cul- 
tural and educational activities with a view to. 
wards furthering understanding and friendship 
between the two peoples of Canada. 

At the^firsttjîieeting of the I.U.C. held last 
October, a provisional constitution was present- 
ed to the several hundred'^ttidents from both 
universities who made up the Riithering. Al- 
though the onening clauses of the constitution 
•were debated with enthusiasm, and finally 
stated to the satisfaction of the meeting, time 
did not permit the ratification of the contplete 
oonstltutlon. Tonight's meeting of the I.U.C, 
in the Union Grill Room is for this purpose. 

The importance of having a definite consti- 
tution and of having it accepted by the Stu- 
dents' Council of McGill and tlie Association 
Générale des Etudiants de l'Université de Mon- 
tréal is at once obvious. Students interested in 
meeting and getting to know members of tlie 
other university may do so and have done so in 
many ways . . . such as through the annual 
inter-unlversity debate between McGill and the 
U. of M., through the weekly exchange column* 
appearing in The Daily and Le Quartier Latin, 
through sporting events such as ski meets in the 
Laufentians and hockey games like that takipg 
place this Thursday evening at the Forum. But 
to have an official club which will bring stu. 
dents together at fairly regular intervals for in- 
forrtial disputsions, for dinners or dances, and 
other combined activities, is imperative if the 
friendly relations between the two universities 
is going to be safely assured for future years. 

It is therefore up to every McGill student 
who wishes to get to know his fellow-Canadian 
of the French-speaking tongue, and who iç in- 
terested in seeing the problems of Anglo-French 
relationships in Canada at least fairly and bon» 
estly stated, if not completedly solved, to attend 
tonight's meetin g of th e Inter-U niverBity Glub,

RVO. clubs and societies, class executives, and 
chairmen of special committeea. The Round 
Table Conference group thus brings into close 
coordination all the activities of the coeds on 
thè campus. The President of the Women's 
Union, who must direct this Round Table Con- 
ference, as well as her five-member executive 
body, should therefore possess a greater degr«e 
of insight into administration and of icaderahip, 
as well as of keen interest in tije organiiatlons

Science and. The Human 
Animal 



Events of Uie recent crucial 
years have necessitated a criUc- 
al appraisal of the role ot 
Kience in society; it used to be 
considered at axiomatic that 
scientific achiavemtnt was sy- 
nonymous with progress, but 
the pMtlseveralv decades of war 
and'^wonoRilc^'eifiBes have de- 
monstrated all too adequately 
that science can be Just as 
powerful a force at the oppo- 
site end ot the scale, cauilng 
the thort-iightcd and narrow, 
minded to advocate the prohi- 
bition of all scienUfic research. 
Sciintisti themselvti, for the 
firit time, have become ttntl- 
tiled to thiir own effect at a 
eautative and intluintial factor 
in (he shsplng of civtliiatton. 

Primarily, ona mutt eonilder 
the social implicatlont of science 
not u an abiolute enUty, but at 
a factor which has paralleled 
the growth of aelenee; it has 
ceased to be a largely individual 
series of purtuttt, and hat de- 
veloped into a major nation- 
wide Industry. However, as this, 
metamerphotis has proceeded In 
an uneo'Ordlnated and haphaz- 
ard manner, the ritult at the 
prêtent day is a ilructure of 
chaotic Inntflcieney, into which 
order is slowly being . Injeetcfi, 
both as to its Internal organi- 
sation and as to- the means of 
application to problems of pro- 
duction or welfare. It follows 
thst if Kience is to be of vslue 
to society it must first treat lia . 
own ailments, even to the ritk 
of having erganiution detrl- 
mentel or petcntlslly detrimen- 
tal to that tponitanelty and in- 
dividuality characteristic of 
Klince. 

Selentifie application prctsnls 
ether problenu. The tendency 
In the past has been almeit ex- 
cluilvely that of direction to* 
wsrda improvamcnit in mate- 
rial production primarily 
Uirough lowering the cost and 
towards the development of the 
Intlrumentt of war; thit has 
caused a partial technological 
unemployment, and an almost 
complete neglect of theia ap- 
plications which would be of 
immediate value iii human wel- 
fare. The result has been a dis- 
proporUonate development of 
different tciencei, the biological 
and aociological phases suffer- 
ing at the expense of the phy- 
ileal and chemical seiencet. 

At present, we are underio- 
ing the preliminary symptonu 
occasioned by a war ao dises»

trous that it cannot be evalu- 
ated; in the U.S.A. al least 
there Is, a bankruptcy of scien- 
tific personnel developing due 
to the absorption ot potential 
scIcnUfic workers into the 
armed forces, the effects ot 
which will be felt in the post- 
war era in this country as well, 
due to the fact that many of 
our own technicians will be 
Induced to 'migrate across the 
border, athraeted by higher 
salaries and superior faclliUei, 
Any consideraUon of the ap- 
plications of science necessarily 
Involves the question of econ- 
omies; the enquiring mind will 
ponder how far the various 
eeonpmtc systems new actually 
existing or itlU ntieent at hy- 
pothetleil tyitemi on paper can 
give the opportiinlty for the 
maximum application of leience 
for human wtlfarc, Eeonemleai 
and political systems are vir- 
tually Inteparable, The advent 
of FaKltm. and the sequence 
of davaitating wars have affect- 
ed selenUiti not only as citlx- 
ens, but also through Uveir 
work. 

Science has advanced tech- 
nologically to virtual perfec- 
tion; it is iU applicability that 
it at fault The poit-war era 
should presage a. scheme of 
long-rangei^nlhg. of inte- 
grated yeieareh*^ on spécifie 
problemi, the effects of which 
should be plotted statistically 
and not over-reached; otherwise 
wa shall creatf and be faced 
with the problem of rèdettrey- 
ing tuch Frankenitelns we have 
had to contend with in our not- 
guiltless psit-ruthless def orettra- 
Uen, quandering of our dwind- 
ling fuel reservis, inconsiderate 
creation of military master*, 
pieces neeessei^ for the present 
but leaving in their wake a dlf- 
fieult'to-eradicite smell of 
ihattersd flesh. Science can and 
must be made capable of civil- 
iiatien as well as mechaniza- 
tion; we are net robots, neither 
do we live by bread alone; wa 
need more in our houses than 
the light which appears when 
wa press a button; we need 
the security in the knowledge 
that' the light wlU 'stay on in- 
definitely until we as individ- 
uals' choose to put it out of our 
own free will; and as rationat 
civilized individuals we should, 
in the future, be above the in- 
dictment that while science 
created the light, it was also re- 
sponsible for the blackout

At the preieni time 
thit ebJicUve il submerged, if. not 
repudleted. Xduettten hit become 
materliliiUe. It gives life UtUe or 
no aim.

Professional Basketball differs 
from College Basketball, the same 
as Professional Football differs 

from College Football. Basically the 
two games arc alike, with about 
ninety per cent, of the same rules 
being in effect, but the difference 
lies primarily in the ' fact that the 
rules under which the professionals 
perform must be "geared" to at- 
tract the cash customers, while the 
colleges aim to protect their young- 
sters from possible injury. 
' Differences 
As a result, the greatest differ- 
ence is in the concept of the game, 
with the professionals contending 
that basketball Is a game of per- 
sonal contact while the college and 
high school authorities say It (s 
not. The latter feel it Is their duty 
to protect the schoolboy in their 
charge, and all the rules are made 
to help regulate their health and 
condition; in the case of the pro- 
fessional, he Is paid to play his 
hardest, and if Injured, receives his 
salary any^vay; so wUh the pro- 
moter feeling that the cash cus- 
tomer, wants contact with his eve- 
ning's entertainment, the officlab 
are so instructed, and the rules are 
written to allow them this personal 
contact. 

Years ago, the Eastern profession- 
als played an entirely different 
game than the colleges, using a two 
hand continuous dribble, which 
mede Jt very difficult for the col- 
lege player to break into profes- 
sional ranks. But college basketball 
achieving such great popularity in 
the last ten years, the professionals 
changed their rules to conform to 
the college style, so the stars of the 
college courts could readily turn 
to professional basketball for a 
livelihood after graduation, the 
same as their football breUtran.
